Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 5-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over McDaniel US Patent No. 6,663,659 in view of Altshuler US Patent No. 6,508,813 
and Philipson et al. US Patent No. 4,165,546. 

McDaniel discloses apparatus and method for illuminating a zone of mammalian 
skin as claimed with the exception of a suction cup made of hypoallergenic material, the 
apparatus comprising: a plurality of light emitting diodes; and applicator movable to 
direct light emitted from the LEDs to the desired skin zone; and a controller adapted for 
controlling duration and/or intensity of the light delivered to the skin. 

However, the use of suction cup to hold body tissue in relation to a treatment 
apparatus is known in the art. Altshuler discloses an alternative dermatological 
treatment apparatus and methods of use, the apparatus comprising a treatment light 
source and a suction cup adapted to engage and hold body tissue in relation to the light 
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source. Philipson et al. teach the use of section cup made of hypoallergenic ring gasket 
1 6 adapted to attached to a user's mouth 

Hence, at the time of the applicant's invention, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to modify McDaniel in view of Altshuler and in view of Philipson 
et al. to use a suction cup made of hypoallergenic material in order to position/place the 
treatment apparatus on the body tissue being treated. The use of hypoallergenic would 
alleviate to cause allergic reaction to a patient who may be allergic to certain materials.
